ecutive assistant to the president and for 
12 years as secretary of the board of 
fellows. Has also served as past presi­ 
dent of the Claremont Community Chest 
and past vice president of the Clarement 
Chamber of C om m ernce. 
H e’s a 
Republican. 
John K. Flynn, 44, of Oxnard, resident 
from outside Santa Barbara County, 
director of instruction for public ser­ 
vices division of Oxnard College. 
Previously he was a teacher and Ventura 
County Supervisor and has also served on 
the National Association of Counties, 
Ventura County Retirement Board and 
on the Board of Directors of the Sewer 
Maintenance District. He’s a Democrat. 
John D. Kay, 42, of Santa Barbara, 
resident of the original county, professor 
of political science at Santa Barbara City 
College. Has been a resident of the area 
since 1941, also a former UCSB lecturer. 
He received his BA, MA and PhD from 
UCSB 
He’s a Democrat. 
Helen L. Pedotti, 61, of Gaviota, resi­ 
dent of the proposed county. Operates 
with her husband a cattle ranch 
northwest of Gaviota for almost 30 
years. She is also a trustee of Vista Del 
Mar Union School District, chairperson 
of citizens task force on community 


development, a trustee of Santa Barbara 
Trust for Historic Preservation and co­ 
chairperson of El Paseo Management 
Committee of the Trust. 
She’s a 
Democrat 
Mary K. Wright, 39, of Santa Barbara, 
resid en t of the origin al county, 
chairperson of the County Commission 
on Women, owner and manager of Sespe 
Land and Water Co., in Santa Barbara. 
Involved in citrus culture and land-lease 
management business, a board member 


of the League of Women Voters and a 
member of Common Cause. 
She’s a 
Democrat. 
Some of those already on record as 
favorably disposed to the split were 
critical of those who were named; while 
opponents of the split took the opposite 
position. 


Lompoc realty figure Harley Craig, 
who once gave 5100 to support the drive 
for signatures that eventually led to the 
commission procedure, was blunt today 
in his criticism: “It stinks,’’ he said in 
summing up his feelings. “I don’t think 
he picked very neutral people.” 
Santa 
Maria 
trucking executive 
George Smith, reputed major force 
behind the proposed county split, was 
scathing in his criticism: 
"It’s strictly Brown politics. 
It’s 
goofy. 
It runs through all his appoint­ 
ments. He appoints people who are not 
competent to do the job. It’s the Gov. 
Brown Syndrome. 
He chose to go his 
typically appointee route.” 
Of the five persons appointed by 
Brown, Smith had little good to say about 
three and only slightly better regard for 
the other two. 
“Flynn probably is competent,” he 
said, “He’s had experience in county 
government. Durley is a good friend of 
mine. He’s all right, but he’s had no ex­ 
perience.” 
Of Fedotti, he said: 
“She’s an en­ 
vironmentalist, a rip-roaring liberal. 
She’ll be a bad one.”

Shuttle EIS hearing 
scheduled Wednesday

A public hearing on the draft En­ 
vironmental Impact Statement covering 
Space Shuttle activity at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base will be held at 7 p.m. 
W ed n esd ay 
in 
L o m p o c ’s C iv ic 
Auditorium, 200 South L St. 
Col. Alan C. Smith, an Air Force trial 
judge from Travis AFB, will preside 
over the hearing called to receive input 
from residents who may be affected by 
the 
pioneer Space Transportation 
System (STS). Hearing project Officer 
Lt Col. Earl H. Jones Jr., will give a 
presentation on the program and also 
will be on hand to help answer questions 
raised since the EIS was filed in late 
August with the President’s Council on 
Environmental Quality. 
The document was compiled in accor­ 
dance with the National Environmental 
Police Act of 1969 by a group of private 
firms which contracted for the project 
with the Air Force and Space and Mis­ 
siles Systems Organization (SAMSO). 
SAMSO is the “executive agent” for the 
Air Force in directing STS develop­ 
ments. The bulk of the research was 
done by a firm called Tetra Corporation, 
according to an Air Force spokesman. 


The shuttle system will set a couple of 
precedents in space travel with the in­ 
troduction of re-usable space ships and 
re-u sab le 
b o o ste r s. 
The hybrid 
workhorse of the network will be the or- 
biter which will blast off into space like a 
rocket and glide back to an earth landing 
like an airplane. 
Covered by the blanket title, the Space 
Transportation System, shuttle transpor­ 
tation promises to economize space 
travel. National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration officials have estimated 
on the first trips, cargo will cost about 
$150 a pound to ship compared to about 


$500 per pound «1 the last Apollo space 
shots. Orbiters are scheduled to both 
launch and land at Vandenberg in the 
1980s 
Space Shuttle construction is proposed 
to begin at the base in 1979 with comple­ 
tion by the end of 1982 
During the four years of building, the 
existing 8,000-foot base runway will be 
lengthened to 15,000 feet, Space Launch 
Complex 6 will be modified for orbiter 
launches, a hovercraft port is to be built 
for retrieving spent orbiter boosters 
jetisoned over the ocean, a mate-demate 
facility to mount and dismount the or­ 
biter from the 747 carrier aircraft will be 
erected, in addition to construction of 
various other facilities for storage, 
refueling and other Space Shuttle ac­ 
tivities. 
The EIS lists total STS expenditures in 
Santa Barbara County from 1976 to 1990 
at just under $537 million. This is com­ 
puted in 1975 dollars and breaks down 
into $387 million in operational expen­ 
ditures and $148 million in construction 
and activation costs. 
The construction work force should ex­ 
ceed 400 for one year beginning about Oc­ 
tober. 1979 and peak at nearly 600 during 
the second quarter of 1980. Shuttle 
launches are on the calendar to begin at 
Vandenberg in December, 1982. As the 
program progresses, STS operational 
personnel is calculated to peak at 2,016 in 
1984 and level off at 1,693 in 1987 
In an opening summary, the EIS lists 
18 negative effects of shuttle activity at 
Vandenberg But. the majority of these 
appear to be minor. Some of the more 
significant side effects of orbiter 
launches would be sonic booms, forced 
closure of Ocean and Jalama beaches 
during launches and possible wildfires 
Some of the sonic booms, the EIS warns, 
could cause some broken windows and 
minor plaster cracking in Lompoc. 


Strong energy 
bill foreseen 
by O'Neill 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Speaker 
Thomas P O’Neill, after meeting with 
President Carter, said today Congress 
will produce a strong energy bill despite 
a series of Senate setbacks for the ad­ 
ministration. 
“The House is not set in cement but 
it’s going to be pretty rigid” when the 
legislation is sent to a conference com­ 
mittee of the two bodies to adjust dif­ 
ferences. O’Neill said. 
Carter made a rare appearance in the 
White House press room Monday to rally 
public — and Senate — opinion against 
"special interest lobbys,” which he said 
“are seeking to deregulate the price of 
new natural ga s.” And he invited 
Democratic congressional leaders to this 
morning’s breakfast to appeal for sup­ 
port in rejecting oil and gas interest 
"lobbying p r e ssu r e ” again st his 
program. 
Speaking to reporters outside the 
W hite 
House a fter an hour-long 
breakfast meeting, O’Neill refused to 
say, for instance, whether the House con­ 
ferees would insist on a wellhead tax, 
which has been defeated in the Senate 
"I don’t want to get into what the con­ 
ferees are going to do,” O'Neill said. “I 
just say we're going to come out with a 
strong bill.” 
O’Neill also said Congress probably 
will send Carter a five-bill energy 
package, which would allow the presi­ 
dent to single out and veto any bill that 
deregulates natural gas. 
O’Neill refused to citicize either the 
Senate or Senate Democratic Leader 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia for the dif­ 
ficulties the energy package has en­ 
countered there. 
“Don’t judge the leadership of the 
Senate until you see the final package I 
have confidence ... Senator Byrd is a fine 
mechanic.” O’Neill said. 
Byrd himself dodged reporters on his 
way back to the Capitol, where he 
pledged today to keep the natural gas bill 
before the Senate, through all-night ses­ 
sions if need be, until work is completed. 
Carter said Monday the house had 
faced “ this lobbying pressure an has 
acted both wisely and courageously to 
protect the integrity of the basic energy 
policy” which he proposed to Congress. 


Criticizing job may cost 
military doctor promotion

Vandenberg obstetrician W illiam 
Ramos has suffered on all three fronts 
since publicizing his job dissatisfaction 
and seeking an exit from the U.S. Air 
Force one year early. 
Since filing suit m January for release 
as a Conscientious Objector, Ramos has 


been recommended against receiving a 
year’s bonus pay. Such bonuses are 
meant by the Department of Defense and 
Congress to keep doctors in the military. 
The Air Force now has an “ Un­ 
favorable Information File” (UIF) on 
Ramos 
A “Letter of Reprimand” from 
the hospital commander, about some 
hospital incidents involving Ramos, 
notifies the doctor: 
“You should be aware that creation of 
a UIF could adversely affect you in the

It was at that meeting that Percy and 
committee chairman Abraham Ribicoff, 
D-Conn., told Carter they had learned of 
serious allegations against Lance and 
that the budget director should resign

In his “Officer Effectiveness Report,” 
issued in June, the chief of surgery, 
Ramos’ immediate supervisor, said he 
“meets standard” on 10 performance 
factors. 
C om m ander L aw son, h ow ever, 
downgraded Ramos to “below standard' 
on “adaptability to stress” and “dress 
and appearances,” and “far below stan­ 
dard” on “plan and organize work” and 
“management of resources.” 
In July, Dr. Ramos was sent on sudden 
notice to a psychiatrist at March AFB 
for “evaluation, observation and treat­ 
ment as an outpatient.” The psychiatrist 
summarized what commander Lawson 
told him: 
“This 32-year-old active duty USAF 
physician has 
m anifested erratic 
behavior patterns in management of 
professional responsibilities and dealing 
with patients and staff.” 
Why was he sent to a psychiatrist? 
“ He (Ramos) requested it,” Col. 
Lawson said in an interview. 
According to Ramos, however, he was 
called in suddenly to see Col. Lawson, 
who asked him: Would he object to go­ 
ing to a psychiatrist? 
When Dr. Ramos said no, Col. Lawson 
handed him an already-signed order to 
go to March AFB immediately, that day. 
In August, Col. Lawson sent Ramos a 
“Notification of Non-Recommendation 
for Promotion” (to Lt. Col.) and a long 
list of his criticisms of the OB’s perfor­ 
mance, attitude and appearance. 
In some points of the letter. Col. 
Lawson cites as documentation of his 
criticisms the “below standard” grades 
he alone had marked.

Decision to join Air Force 'haunts' him

The Department of Defense paid his 
way through medical school, internship 
and residency. In return he would serve 
three years in the U.S. Air Force as an 
obstetrician. 
While the obstetrician had a year of his 
military obligation yet to complete, he 
announced he hated his job, hated being 
in the Air Force. 
“I was a kid,” Dr. William Ramos, 32, 
recalls his R.O.T.C enlistment. “I did a 
dumb thing and now it’s come back to 
haunt me." 
One day his base hospital commander, 
who did not get along well with the 
obstetrician, sent him to an Air Force 
psychiatrist in Los Angeles, who after an 
hour and a half, found Dr. Ramos 
“competent and responsible,” but came 
to this conclusion: 
“It is clear that his personality struc­ 
ture is strongly incompatible with his 
USAF environment and responsibilities. 
It is unlikely that he will function produc­ 
tively in the United States Air Force. 


“I recommend that Major Ramos be 
administratively 
separated from the 
(USAF) as expeditiously as possible.” 
Dr. Ramos was pleased. “I’m hoping 
it’s the way I get out,” he said The 
military provides for some releases due 
to “incompatibility ” 
Dr. Ramos expressed no guilt about 
“cheating" the American taxpayer, who 
subsidized his training, out of a year’s 
service. 
"I offered to pay back every penny,” 
he said. “ If they have no way of 
collecting it, that’s not my fault.” 
The anguish and aggravation he has 
suffered because of Air Force mistreat­ 
ment of him. he said, “That’s enough of a 
pay back, I think.” 
Some of his associates think different­ 
ly 
“He’s trying very hard to get out of the 
military so he won’t have to meet his 
commitments,” a VAFB physician’s as­ 
sistant said bitterly. 
“The military paid his bills for the last 
10 years.” she said. “It was kind of fun 
when he was working for the Air Force a 


month at a time while going to school, 
living like a human being, instead of on 
franks and beans. 
“ Now it’s payback time, now we’re ex­ 
pecting a little work out of him and he’s 
saying. ‘You’re not paying me enough, 
you’re working me too hard’ ... Tough.” 
“There’s a lot of truth in what he’s 
saying,” she said. The patient load is 
high and has increased Often doctors do 
not have time to provide ideal care. 
But she abhors Major Ramos’s at­ 
tempts to escape rather than face 
hardship. 
“Life is hard. Sorry he chose to be an 
obstetrician, and sorry that women have 
babies in the middle of the night.” 
“ And you know you can’t cancel your 
clinic the next day, because those women 
have to be seen too. I’m sorry he didn’t 
realize that when he took the job ” 
In the Air Force for 10 years and hav­ 
ing worked at seven bases, she had en­ 
countered many other doctors unhappy 
in their work. 
“It’s not the first time I’ve seen it. It’s 
not unusual, it’s very common,” she 


said. “And the complaints about working 
conditions are similar, get repetitive, 
‘like a broken record ’ 
"Many doctors don’t like the military, 
they just don’t like the system ,” she 
said, “but most are mature enough, at 
least, to fulfill their commitments " 
She has seen other doctors “go skitz,” 
on the advice of their lawyers, she says, 
to get out of the Air Force 
“Denver (who left VAFB hospital in 
1972) got out on a psy c h ia tr ic 
evaluation,” she said. “So dumb-dumb 
Bill’s doing the same thing. He can’t 
even think of anything original.” 


Dr. William J. Lawson, VAFB 
Hospital Commander, remarks ironical­ 
ly that Dr. Ramos is not a draftee, but 
among the new “volunteer” recruits. 
"He accepted full pay and allowances 
as an Air Force officer while he went to 
school and did his specialty training. He 
volunteered for that — I guess he didn’t 
volunteer for payback time.” 
Capt. Leonard Brady, base Informa­ 
tion Officer, interjects during an inter­ 


view with Lawson that civilians often 
enter employment contracts. 
“Dr. Ramos is different,” Brady said, 
"He’s not only under a contract, he's ac­ 
cepted something like, direct or indirect, 
$100.000 of your taxes And now he owes. 
That’s not a contract, he’s paying back a 
loan,” 
"He wants to break the contract and 
break the loan,” Col. Lawson said. “He 
wants to borrow money and pay for his 
car. He wants to take his car and drive it 
away and not pay back the money. 
The military cannot let Dr Ramos off 
easily. 
“You can’t set that precedent,” Brady 
says, “when a person suddenly says ‘I’m 
dissatisified’ to say okay, here’s the 
door.” 
“Otherwise your taxes would train 
every doctor in the country and then 
(they could quit) right after they became 
a doctor.” 
With the military lacking physicians, 
Dr. Ramos in obtaining his release, 
would be abandoning a sinking ship. He 
would likely compound for his colleagues 


the problems he would avoid for himself. 
He would leave the same high 
workload to even fewer physicians. 
Unless and until the Air Force found a 
replacement for him, women in the 
military or in military families would 
find one less doctor available to serve 
their needs, 
“The Air Force has planned on his 
time,” Brady said, “when he signed and 
said ‘I’ll serve for three years,’ the Air 
Force planned ahead and said, okay, 
we’ve got this doctor for three years. 
“For him to suddenly walk away just 
breaks up all that planning. Somebody 
else in the Air Force is going to have to 
suffer for it, because they’ve got to fill a 
slot that was unplanned for. Somebody’s 
going to have to go short.” 


“When I made the commitment to the 
government I had every intention of 
completing my obligation,” said Ramos, 
a newly declared Conscientious Objec­ 
tor, “ But times change, people change 1 
made the commitment in 1967 — 10 years 
ago. I’m a different person now ”

In light of the state pre­ 
empting the county as the lead 
agency controlling the site and 
environmental impact of a 
Liquid Natural Gas project 
proposed for Point Concepcion, 
the B oard of S u p erv iso rs 
created a task force Monday to 
map strategy on the county’s 
power and role. 
The board also directed the 
O ffice of E n v iro n m en tal 
Quality to draw up contracts 
with the lead agency — the 
California Public Utilities Com­ 
mission — to aid in preparing 
the Point Concepcion en­ 
vironmental impact report. 
The PUC itself suggested the 
latter course, since the county’s 
OEQ office has been working on 
just such an impact for over a 
year. Further, the PUC — in a 
letter to the board signed by 
Executive D irector Phillip 
Blecher 
— said it hopes the 
county "will play a major role” 
in a joint state-county task 
force to monitor consultant 
work. 
Nevertheless, the county is 
worried that it will have little 
power to set conditions on land 
use and other matters related 
to an assumed major impact on 
jobs, pollution, ancillary in­ 
dustry and development around 
Point Concepcion 
As OEQ Director A1 Reynolds 
said, "we are. in effect, knock­ 
ing on the door and asking for 
conditions” as opposed to 


requiring conditions to the ap­ 
plicant, Western LNG Terminal 
Associates. 
Another dimension was added 
to the controversy when at­ 
torney Phil Martin — of Santa 
Barbara Citizens for an En­ 
v iro n m e n ta l 
D e fe n se — 
suggested that the county could 
go over the state’s head to the

Go back and get the filled-in 
pledge cards; don’t be "put off" 
by an offer to mail. If the card 
is mailed, check the office to 
make sure it’s received. 
Jancek quoted retail sales 
figures showing that Lompoc 
business "had the biggest year 
ever" last year. 
At the same 
time, he noted. United Way con­ 
tributions have not been in­ 
creasing. 
"L et’s get some money.” he 
urged 
As a community, we're either 
going to continue to support a 
combined campaign that helps 
these agencies out. or we re 
not Their only alternative is to 
go out with m ultiple sup­ 
plementary drives 
"And the idea behind United 
Way was that it’s more effec­ 
tive and easier for everybody if 
they don’t have to do that " 


Col. Charles Signorino, second 
in hospital command, states. 
"Many of you desire to stay in 
the service, others will meet 
their obligation and leave. In 
either case we will be required 
at some time to evaluate your 
perform ance while you are 
here, and in some cases recom­ 
mend you to future employers 
or staffs... 
"The dedicated, innovative 
and responsible people among 
you who look for a way to solve 
problems, who communicate 
and try to work things out, will 
be the outstanding. 
"The complaining, irrespon­ 
sible, and the ‘I can’t, we won’t’ 
types will be so identified and 
everything possible will be done 
to make this known.” 
Col. Lawson said in an inter­ 
view the letter was meant 
specifically for Dr. Ramos and 
four other physicians, no longer 
at the hospital, though it ad­ 
dressed all personnel. 
He said this was a “ tactful” 
way to avoid "pointing fingers” 
at a few. And with the letter go­ 
ing to all personnel, he said, 
everyone would get the mes­ 
sage and could consider in their 
own minds whether they, too, 
were "negative.” 
“ I think physicians here know 
that when they leave they have 
to have a letter of recommen­ 
dation, and m ost of their 
r e c o m m e n d a tio n s 
a r e 
favorable. But sometimes the 
person ju st really doesn’t 
deserve a favorable recommen­ 
dation,” Col. Lawson said. 
"We’re not going to lie to future 
employers, we’re not going to 
exaggerate." 
Thus, others at the hospital 
consider Ramos foolhardy for 
openly criticizing hospital ad­ 
ministration, though they might 
sym pathize with som e of 
Ramos' arguments. 
Several doctors have com­ 
mented that Ramos, in adver­ 
tising his dissatisfaction, will 
only make his remaining stay 
with the Air Force more un­ 
com fortable. 
and 
possibly 
damage his career. 
No one denies Dr. Ramos is a 
competent and well-qualified 
obstetrician. But he is one who 
irks his commanders because 
of his critique of the military 
system, constant complaining 
and l e s s th an f la w le s s 
coopereation 
As a form er Vandenberg 
hospital 
"d issid e n t” com ­ 
mented, " You’ll stay in there 
and float along smoothly if you 
don't question what they do. 
But you run into very big 
problems when you buck the 
system in the military.” 
The former Vandenberg doc­ 
tor. who also wanted an early 
out from the Air Force, went on 
television charging hospital 
" incompetency’’ and was court 
martialed 
The charges were later drop­ 
ped and he was released, based 
on Air Force regulations that 
allow for dismissal of an officer 
who, for lack of morale, feels 
ineffective. 
The doctor indicated that his 
profession had not suffered as a 
result of his dissidence at 
Vandenberg 
Still, he does not particularly 
like how his record reads: 
“ Court martialed for derelic­ 
tion of duty — that sounds 
terrible,” he said " ‘Resigned 
as an ineffective officer.’ TTiat 
sounds worse.’” 
Like that doctor, M ajor 
Ramos would risk getting court 
martialed in attempts to be 
relieved from USAF active 
duty. He would risk gaining the 
reputation of a "defective" 
physician, a troublemaker and 
even a lunatic.

The Board of Supervisors ap­ 
proved a record pay boost for 
themselves in adopting the Hay 
Associates of Chicago manage­ 
ment 
pay study, with minor 
modifications, at their meeting 
Monday. 


The salary changes affect 
nearly 150 county management 
employes, including the super­ 
visors and seven other elected 
officials, and would cost an ad­ 
ditional $150,000 per year — 
ab o u t th ree per cen t of 
managerial salaries according 
to Auditor-Controller William 
Parsons. 


Supervisor David Yager in­ 
troduced an ordinance amend­ 
ment tying the supervisors’ 
salaries to 50 per cent of Super­ 
visor Court judges’ salaries, 
which would be a raise of 32 per 
cent from $17,384 to $24,583 an­ 
nually. 


The motion passed with 
S u p e r v is o r s Y a g e r , B ill 
Wallace and Harrell Fletcher 
voting yes, Robert Kallman no. 
and Robert Hedlund abstaining. 
Another Yager motion, which 
carried by the same vote, im­ 
plem ented the Hay salary 
adjustments for the manage­ 
ment positions with half of the 
changes effective Dec. 31 and 
the other half in the next fiscal 
year, thereby spreading it over 
two fiscal years. 
The second reading of these 
ordinance changes will occur 
next Monday to make them of­ 
ficial. 
The supervisors’ pay hike is 
on top of a seven per cent pay 
boost they gave them selves 
alon g w ith oth er county 
employes effective last July, 
but now ties their salaries in 
with the judges. Yager felt that 
"setting one’s own compensa­ 
tion is an impossible task” and 
he felt the recommended for­ 
mula would, from now on, avoid 
such an age-old controversy. 
Only one p erson spok e 
against the salary changes — 
A lb e rta 
M o rgan — 
who 
reminded the board that three 
years ago a petition was cir­ 
culated that stopped the super­ 
visors from raising their pay to 
$24,000. "I think the people 
spoke then," she said referring 
only to the supervisors’ pay 
boost. 
Administrative Officer Ray­ 
mond Johnson, who also backed 
the Hay salary study with his 
office’s modifications, told the 
board 
th at 
“ su p e rv iso rs’ 
s a la r ie s have m oved 
the 
smallest percentage” over the 
years than any other similar 
position. 
The next highest pay boost 
was given to the Sheriff- 
Coroner position, up 25 per cent 
to $39,962 Other pay boosts in­ 
clude: 
Auditor-Controller, up 
20.5 per cent of $38,506; District 
Attorney, up 17 per cent to 
$44,278; County Assessor, up 
14 2 per cent to $34,710; 
T r e a s u r e r - P u b lic 
A d­ 
ministrator up 10 per cent to 
$29,640; 
Clerk-Recorder, six- 
tenths of one per cent to $30,420. 
and Tax Collector, 7.5 per cent 
to $28.938. 
The Hay firm ’s system of es­ 
tablishing salaries is "based on 
job content” and is used by 
almost one-third of the Fortune 


500 companies, said Johnson. 
There are 24 positions that are 
actually decreased in the 
changes. 
Michael Kilgore, president of 
the County Employes Associa­ 
tion, said his union concurs with 
th e 
r e c o m m e n d a tio n s: 
"Management deserves an in­ 
crease as do em ployes.” 
Chester Knutila of the County 
T axpayers’ Association also 
backed the changes at last Mon­ 
day’s meeting where it took 
five motions to simply continue 


the issue. Apparently the board 
members had given the changes 
a lot of thought in the week’s in­ 
terim because there was no 
protracted discussion or ques­ 
tions. 
The supervisors’ pay hike 
recommended by the Hay con­ 
sulting firm was reinforced 
earlier this year when the 
county Grand Ju ry recom ­ 
mended that their salaries be 
raised, in line with sim ilar posi­ 
tions in both private and public 
employment.

Those students who have not 
at least started immunization 
series by Oct. 14 will be ex­ 
cluded from attending school, 
Mears said. The law requires 
students to be immunized by 30 
days after the start of school.

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Canal pacts 
called 
adequate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Army general whose command 
has primary responsibility for 
defense of the Panama Canal 
said today he believes the new 
canal treaties “ adequately 
provide” for protection against 
sabotage or other threats. 
Lt. Gen. D P. McAuliffe, 
head of the Southern Command, 
told the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee any interrup­ 
tions of the canal could be 
lim ited to short duration 
" u n d e r th e m ost lik e ly 
threats.” 
“The U.S. primary defense 
responsibility and the presence 
of U.S. m ilitary forces in 
Panama, together with the 
provisions of the neutrality 
guarantee, adequately protect 
the security interest of the 
United States,” he said. 
“When these factors are com­ 
bined w ith a cooperative 
defense effort by the govern­ 
ment of Panama and its armed 
forces, they even more ade­ 
quately provide for the security 
interests of the United States,” 
McAuliffe said 
He said even today — with 
canal defense as complete as 
the United States can make it — 
he would need to call on outside 
reinforcements to counter a 
major external threat. 


“We could not. however, as­ 
sure the uninterrupted opera­ 
tion of the canal in such an en­ 
vironment (of major external 
attack), but it is my firm con­ 
viction that under the most like­ 
ly threats, we can limit such in­ 
terruptions to ones of short 
duration.” he said 


McAuliffe’s endorsement was 
not as “wholehearted” as that 
offered by Defense Secretary 
Harold Brown, who repeated 
the testimony he gave to a 
House committee on Monday 


“ I am pleased to appear 
before you this morning with 
Gen. George Brown, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, to 
state that the Department of 
Defense wholeheartedly and 
fully supports these treaties, 
and to explain why I believe 
they deserve our — and your — 
full support '

Palestinians, Israelis 
shout instead of shoot 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Palestinian guerrillas and Isra­ 
eli-backed Lebanese rightists 
traded shouts instead of shells 
for the first time in 10 months 
as a U.S.-mediated cease-fire 
entered its first full day, it was 
reported today. 
A senior Western diplomat 
term ed the cease-fire “ a 
crucial test for Mideast peace 
(and) for the Carter adminis­ 
tration...” 
A Lebanese reporter at the 
scene said “ total calm” pre- 


vailed today in the predomi­ 
nantly agricultural south. He 
said there had been only scat­ 
tered exchanges between rival 
positions since the cease-fire 
officially took hold at 10 a.m. (4 
a.m. EDT) Monday. 
Passing rightist positions to 
enter the guerrilla hill strong­ 
hold of Khiam today, the 
reporter said at some points 
rightist and guerrilla forces 
were only 100 yards apart.

Benzene vapor 
danger warning 
told in study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
sumers who inhale benzene 
vapors while using paint strip­ 
pers around the house may be 
exposed to doses of the 
suspected cancer causer much 
stronger than allowed in fac­ 
tories, warns a new govern­ 
ment report. 


The study from the staff of 
the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission comes at a time 
the agency is considering a ban 
on household uses of the 
chemical, and paint stripper 
manufacturers are phasing it 
out. 


The staff study was prompted 
by a petition from Ralph 
N ader s H ealth R esearch 
Group It reports three out of 37 
paint stripper makers currently 
use benzene, but those three are 
phasing it out. It also said only 
one of 52 companies which 
make rubber cement still use 
benzene, but that firm intends 
to continue using it. 
From 288.000 to 576.000 adults 
probably are exposed to ben­ 
zene vapors each year from 
paint strippers, the report es­ 
timated. 
The CPSC told its staff last 
week to proceed as fast as pos­ 
sible with a ban on household 
products to which benzene is 
added. 
Probably the most common 
product used around the house 
which contains benzene — gas­ 
oline — will most likely be at­ 
tacked later because several 
government agencies share 
responsibility for it and a coor­ 
dinated effort will be neces­ 
sary. 


Interior Dept, 
seeks EIS rule 
for oil wells 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Interior Department is propos­ 
ing rules that will require en­ 
vironm ental im pact sta te ­ 
ments from companies that 
find oil and natural gas in their 
offshore wells 
Environmental impact state­ 
ments now are required before 
the government permits drill­ 
ing offshore, but environmen­ 
talists and onshore civic groups 
in coastal states have com­ 
plained that the process does 
not adequately spell out the on­ 
shore effects of leasing — 
specifically what facilities and 
development will be required 
on land to store or process the 
energy resources developed 
“The proposed regulations 
significantly im prove the 
opportunities for state par­ 
ticipation in the department's 
decisions at the exploratory and 
development stages of the outer 
continental shelf program ,” 
said Interior Secretary Cecil 
Andrus. 
The regulations will require 
environmental 
impact state­ 
ments for both specific develop­ 
ment plans and for the general 
area covered by a number of 
plans, the department said

Brazil 
has been holding back its coffee 
exports unless it can get a price 
of $3.20 per pound. Colombia is 
willing to sell at about $1 lower. 
The United States and other 
consumers take a dim view of 
Brazil’s position, which they 
feel is not in keeping with an in­ 
ternational treaty worked out in 
London last year. 
“We think any sort of hold­ 


back is contrary to the spirit if

Growing Older 


Social Security's anti-woman bias 


By HAROLD BLUMENFELD 
The men in Congress who drafted 
the original Social Security law in 
the 1930s surely must have been 
chauvinistic males. They regarded 
the man as the “breadwinner” and 
the “little woman” as a dependent. 
Much 
of 
that 
s ta t u t e 
is 
anachronistic and even today still 
discriminates against women.

Those stereotypes hardly applied 
even in those days. Mostly for 
economic reasons, many wives and 
their daughters worked in factories, 
stores, offices and on farms And to­ 
day millions of women have joined 
the national work force. It’s a safe 
assumption that most women have 
worked outside of their homes 
sometime during their lives. And 
quite often for lower wages while 
doing the same work men were do­ 
ing Which to a great degree means 
their future Social Security checks 
are less

It is estimated that more than 45 
per cent of today’s working persons 
are women and 60 per cent of these 
working women are married to men 
who also work. And we hear quite a 
bit today about Equal Rights for 
Women. 
Although there may be some im­ 
provement in some areas, the Social 
Security System in many respects is 
still unfair to women. First, a 
woman’s work as a homemaker is 
ignored and not considered work, 
even though she may be working 


harder and longer hours than her 
spouse 
When a working woman 
takes time out from her job to raise 
a family, there is a lapse in her 
Social Security working record, 
which may reduce her average earn­ 
ings which are computed to deter­ 
mine her Social Security benefits. 
If she is qualified to collect Social 
Security benefits based on her own 
earnings, at age 65 she may collect 
either based on her own earnings or 
receive one-half of her husband’s 
benefits — whichever is higher. And 
if she begins collecting benefits 
before age 65 — either on her own 
earnings or her husband’s — she is 
locked into that amount as long as 
her husband is alive, even if this 
amount is less than half of her 
husband’s monthly Social Security 
benefits. 
At the same time, her neighbor 
across the street, who has never 
worked outside the home and never 
contributed a penny to Social 
Security, at age 65 can collect half of 
her husband’s monthly benefits. 
^he divorced woman is the victim 
of one of the most glaring inequities 
of the system. When she is 62 or 
older, she can collect her benefits 
when her exhusband starts 
collecting his retirement or dis­ 
ability checks. That is, if she was 
married to him for at least 20 years. 
But consider the woman who is 
divorced after 19 years of marriage, 
and in this time bore and raised that 
man’s children. He re-marries and 


dies a few months later. The new 
wife can collect his Social Security 
while the former wife of almost a 
score of years — even though she 
may have no other means of support 
— is deprived of these benefits. Of 
course, if there are young children, 
they can collect something based on 
their father’s work record — but 
mother is out of luck. 
An excellent booklet A WOMAN’S 
GUIDE TO SOCIAL SECURITY is 
available free at your local Social 
Security office. It’s DHEW- 
Publication (SSA) 75-10127 and is a 
wonderful guidebook for women 
who work and women who don’t, and 
provides information for single 
women and married women. It ex­ 
plains very much what the woman 
worker should know, about working, 
about an interruption of a working 
career, and about retirement. It 
provides guidance to wives, the aged 
widow, the young widow with 
children, a widow who has 
remarried, and divorcees. There is 
also useful information for widows 
about Medicare, what to do when a 
woman changes her name, and of­ 
fers other helpful guidelines. 
If you can’t get all the help you 
seek in this booklet, look through 
your local telephone book for the 
number of your own neighborhood 
Social Security office. Or if you 
think I can help with your Social 
Security problems, then write to 
Harold Blumenfeld, Growing Older, 
in care of this newspaper. 
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Public town meeting set 
to air architecture in SY 


Valley 
briefs 
High School acceptance 
ceremony slated Thursday 


D iscussion 
of 
possible 
perpetuation of the western 
style of architecture in the 
downtown part of Santa Ynez 
w ill m ark a public town 
meeting Wednesday at 8 p.m. in 
the Raymond B. Carricaburu 
Building on the Santa Ynez 
Elementary School campus. 
The session, which all resi­ 
dents of the College Elemen­ 
tary School District are invited 
to attend, is co-sponsored by the 
Santa Ynez Improvement and 
Protective Assn., and the com­ 
mercial property owners of the 
community. 
Mrs. Frances C. Rose, SYIPA 
president, said input will be 
sought from owners of com­ 
mercially zoned properties as 
well as from owners of homes 
and other property within the 
school district. 
Specifically, she noted, the 
meeting is scheduled to ascer­ 
tain community sentiment on 
the implementation of D-design 
(architectural controls) in the 
commercial part of town. 
Input and comment expres­ 
sed at the meeting will be 
relayed to the Santa Barbara 
County Planning Commission 
when it meets Oct. 5 in Santa 
Barbara. 
According to Mrs. Rose, D- 
design provides the means for a 
locally appointed committee to 
continue the early western 
heritage theme “ that is special 
to the town of Santa Ynez on 
those buildings that will be 
designed for the existing com­ 
mercial lots when the current 
building moratorium is lifted. 
D-design zoning will insure that 
the overall look of the town will 
be esthetically pleasing in an 
early Western motif.” 
She said residents of the 
school 
d is t r ic t 
re g a rd 
themselves as being attached to 
or part of the town of Santa 
Ynez. “ Homeowners,” she ad­ 
ded. “ come through town each 
day for mail pickups, auto ser­ 
vicing and shopping. For this 
reason, community input is be­ 
ing requested not only from 
those who own this commercial 
property but from those who 
own homes and property within 
the school district.” 
The Santa Ynez group head 
said all residents of the area 
will be ultimately affected by 
the way the town develops, as 
all residents use the town and 
believe they “ live" in Santa 
Ynez although the majority do 
not reside next to com m ercial 
property 
“ However,” she pointed out, 
“ those who do own the com­ 
mercial lots will be the ones to 
pay any extra costs associated 
with D-design if approved 
These issues and others have 
already been raised and discus­ 
sed by those belonging to both 
the SY IPA and the Commercial 
Property Owners Assn.” 


The town meeting will be 
marked by a discussion pro and 
con on D-design zoning. Taking 
the negative side will be Bob 
Whitmore, a member of the Los 
Olivos 
Improvement

w h ile 
a r c h it e c t

Marchbanks Jr., a resident of 
the valley, will speak in favor of 
the zoning designation. 


At the present time, the com­ 
munity of Los Olivos is the only 
one in the Santa Ynez Valley for 
which D-design zoning has been 
implemented 


Hospital 
assessed 
for program 


A special assessment of $275 
has been made on the Santa 
Ynez Valley Hospital as part of 
a $92,000 industrywide public 
education program focusing on 
hospital costs, sponsored by the 
Hospital Council of Southern 
California. 


The organization cited a re­ 
cent ten-part series of articles 
in the Los Angeles Times 
centering on escalating hospital 
costs and recent political 
developments directed towards 
government control in this 
area. 


“ The general impression left 
by the series that the industry 
— while not solely to blame — 
is nonetheless passive; thereby 
encouraging the public to look 
to government for answers,” 
according to a newsletter by the 
HCSC 


“ The need is to counter these 
im pressions by educating 
business leaders and the com­ 
munity at large about what 
costs hospitals can realistically 
control and what we re doing 
about them, what these and 
other 
responsibilities con­ 
sumers have as potential 
patients,” it was noted. 


The overall program will in­ 
clude an institutional brochure 
describing the industry’s com­ 
mitment to cost containment 
and a consumer brochure iden­ 
tifying ways in which the public 
can help hold costs down, the 
group said

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The setting 
was perfect for Willie McCovey and, 
d ram atically , 
the agin g slu gger 
responded with a memorable home run 
just right for the occasion. 
On a Monday night he was honored in 
p r e - g a m e ceremonies at Dodger Stadium 
for his long and distinguished career, 
McCovey slugged his 492nd career home 
run in a 9-1 San Francisco Giants’ rout of 
the National League playoff bound Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 
As the 6-foot-4 veteran rounded the 
bases following his two-run shot in the 
seventh inning, it seemed like somebody 
had turned back the clock to McCovey s 
heyday and many in the crowd of 19,926 
rose to their feet and applauded. 
In the stands witnessing her son’s first 
major league homer was McCovey’s 
mother from Mobile, Ala. She came to 
California to see McCovey given a 
special day at Candlestick Park. 
With his 27th homer of the season, the 
major leagues’ leading active career 
home run slugger moved to within one 
homer of Lou Gehrig and 12th place on 
the all-time homer list. 
After the game, he made it clear he 
planned on coming back to Dodger 
Stadium next season. That would be his 
19th year in the majors and 16th season 
with the Giants. 
"I not only want to play next season,” 
he said confidently, “ I’m going to play. I 
have no idea when it’s all going to end 
but it’s possible I could play through 1980 
and that would be four decades. 
"I want to stay with the Giants 
regardless of what happens. If they have 
somebody who can step in and do the job 
better than me. then I’ll step aside. But 
if there’s nobody better, why should I 
step down for somebody with lesser 
abilities?” 
Signed by the Giants as a free agent in 
January after spending three seasons at 
San Diego and 11 games at Oakland, Mc­ 
Covey has made a masterful comeback 
after hitting only seven home runs last 
season. 
In 136 games, he’s hitting a solid .277 
and leads the club in both homers and 
RBIs. with 84. 


“ This was really a great honor,” Mc­ 
Covey said of the tribute the Dodgers 
paid him. “ I’m well aware they don’t do 
something like this very often. It was 
really great of the Dodger rooters after I 
hit my homer. 


“ And it w as really great to do 
something like this in front of my 
mother. But I wasn’t trying to hit a home 
run. All I was trying to do is get a couple 
of hits and have a good night. 
“ You sportswriters have made me 
aware of Gehrig and 500 home runs. 
Gehrig was a great ballplayer and I think 
I ’m a great ballplayer. I ’ll even­ 
tually pass him like Hank Aaron passed 
Babe Ruth. And I’ll eventually pass 500, 
too. These things are within my reach. 
“ But I don’t like to dwell on the past 
too much. When I think about the past, I 
think about the years when we were con­ 
tenders because right now we don’t have 
a winning team .” 


The Giants’ Ed Halicki ran his record 
to 15-12 on a six-hitter and also hit his se­ 
cond homer of the season while Gary 
Thomasson drove in four runs with a 
homer, double and single. 
The Dodgers, who wrapped up the 
National League West crown a week ago 
at San Francisco, scored their run in the 
third inning on Dave Lopes’ double and 
Bill Russell’s single. Rick Rhoden took 
his 10th loss against 16 triumphs. 
McCovey refused to predict a winner 
between the Dodgers and Philadelphia in 
the upcoming National League playoffs 
but sounded as if — between the lines — 
he was leaning toward the Phillies. 
“ At this point,” he said, “ Philly has 
the momentum. They’re still fighting to 
win their division while the Dodgers 
have clinched their division and now are 
coasting in. Sometimes, it’s hard to 
regroup and turn it on again after you’ve 
turned it off.

NEW YORK (UPI) - When Freddie 
Scott takes off his jersey and pads, you 
look at that physique of his and say to 
yourself, here’s a guy with the perfect 
build — to run the 220. do a two-and-a- 
half backward somersault off the three- 
m eter board or maybe handle the 
electric guitar for some rock group 
You’d never take him for a profes­ 
sional football player. Unless you hap­ 
pened to see him play Then you wouldn’t 
have the slightest doubt anymore 
Freddie Scott is one of the Baltimore 
Colts’ wide receivers and before the year 
is over, he could become their most im­ 
portant one. 
If the Colts figure on going anywhere 
this season, anywhere like, say, the 
Super Bowl four months from now, 
they’re resigned to the fact their only 
way of getting there is with The Bomb 
Fortunately for them, they have 
someone to throw it. A young fellow by 
the name of Bert Jones. Nobody in the 
NFL can whip the ball like he can, which 
doesn’t mean a thing if there s no one to 
catch it. 
In that regard, the obvious name that 
jumps to mind is Roger Carr because he 
and Jones work together with a football 
the same way Steve Carlton and Tim Mc- 
Carver do with a baseball, so normally 
the Colts wouldn’t have any concern in 
that area. 
They do have, though. For one thing. 
Carr reported to them late after holding 
out and for another, they have no 
guarantee the knee problem he has been 
having won’t turn out to be one of those 
year-long propositions. That still leaves 
them Glenn Doughty, who had his best 
season last year with 40 catches for 628 
yards and five touchdowns. Those aren’t 
such bad numbers, you say. You’re right, 
but they don’t show all the passes he 


dropped either. 
So that brings us right back to Freddie 
Scott, the 25-year-old Grady, Ark., 
speedster. 
He’s listed as being 6-2 and 170 pounds, 
but that isn’t absolutely accurate 
because he’s at what he laughingly calls 
his “ all-time high” right now and that’s 
only 167 pounds. 
Forget about his size for a minute 
Scott is unusual in a number of other 
respects as well. He has style, the kind of 
class that sticks out all over him. 
Named the outstanding teen-ager in 
Arkansas in 1970, he went on to exclusive 
Amherst College, where he took a pre- 
med course and was so highly thought of, 
he was named captain of the football 
team. And when is the last time you 
heard of Amherst, an all-white school for 
years and years, ever electing a black 
captain? 
As a senior in 1973, Scott was chosen as 
UPI’s New England Player of the Year 
and after graduating from Amherst cum 
laude. he was drafted by the Colts. 
During the time he has been with the 
Colts. Scott has begun his post-graduate 
work Last year he completed his second 
year of medical school at the University 


of Cincinnati and is determined to 
become a physician. 
“ I’ve always had a challenge to be No. 
1 because of my size.” Scott says. “ Ever 
since the ninth grade, everybody said I 
was too sm all.” 
“ I love football,” he adds, and from 
the expression on his face you can tell he 
honestly does. “ It's a challenge to me, 
but medicine is going to be my life 
And playing for the Colts like this, I’m 
getting an excellent exposure in or­ 
thopedics. Maybe th at’s what I’ll 
specialize in.” 
While Carr was holding out, he said the 
Colts seemed to be doing pretty well 
without him, but he didn’t see them com­ 
pleting any bombs. 
“ You gotta show him,” a couple of the 
Colts needled Scott. “ You gotta catch 
some long passes 
In Baltimore’s very next game, a pre- 
season contest with Dallas on national 
tv, Scott grabbed three, one for 45 
yards, and two others of 22 and 18 yards 
he ran for touchdowns.

Some things 
w ill take to a properly diluted chlorine bleach hi the 
wash. Nylons have been known to absorb color from 
other things particularly If they are packed away with 
other colors. If all else fails to restore the desired 
whiteness, color remover could be used. I put such 
things in the dryer for a short time until dry but they 
could be rolled in a towel and ironed if desired. -

Armed forces union 


Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
Fitzsimmons, Kleindienst star 


The action went mostly un­ 
noticed in the nation’s press, 
but the U.S. Senate recently 
flatly declared that there 
won’t be any unions in the 
Armed Forces. The Senate, 
with an overwhelming vote of 
72-3, passed a bill prohibiting 
labor unions in the military 
service. 


The bill specifies criminal 
penalties of a maximum of 
five years in prison and a 
$100,000 fine on any member of 
th e 
A r m e d F o r c e s or 
Reserves, including the 
National Guard, who joined a 
union seeking to negotiate 
with the federal government 
on terms of conditions of the 
military service. 
In addition, officers and 
civilian employes of the 
military would also be 
prohibited from bargaining 
with a labor union, and

Attendance at the regularly scheduled 
meetings of Art Hibbits’ Lompoc Com­ 
mittee for the County General Plan, has 
been anything but outstanding.

“Well, then, let’s find out from the 
audience, what brought them out,” Hib­ 
bits said. But that wasn’t conclusive 
either because there was only a timid 
show of a few hands to indicate an in­ 
terest in one or the other of the two items 
on the agenda 
That left the question of what had im­ 
pelled the individual members of the 
audience to come to the meeting, left it 
an abiding mystery. That is if you dis­ 
regard what happened to this reporter 
later. During intermission, a member of 
the audience came up to shake my hand, 
and allow as how it was so important for 
more citizens to attend the advisory 
committee meetings. I was preoccupied 
with other matters at the time and it 
wasn’t until later that I surmised that 
the individual must have been the one 
who had taken to the telephone as a com­ 
mittee of one to urge attendance at the 
meeting. 
The committee is meeting each week 
on Thursday now in a bid to complete the 
work of reviewing the current and 
proposed land use and zoning in unincor­ 
porated areas. 


The ink was hardly on Gov. Brown’s 
appointments to the Santa Barbara 
County Formation Commission, before a 
controversy of sorts reared its head. 
For those who haven’t heard. Brown 
appointed W Mark Durley Jr., John K. 
Flynn. John D Kay, Mary K Wright and 
Helen L. Pedotti. The five will do an 
economic feasibility study of proposals 
for the split of Santa Barbara County into 
two counties 
Pedotti said a north county newspaper 
had questioned where she lives. 
Law requires the governor to appoint 
two persons who are residents of the 
proposed new county, two from the 
remaining or balance of the county and 
one from an outside county. 
Pedotti said the newspaper had 
suggested that she really lives in Santa 
Barbara, rather than in Gaviota. Pedotti 
told this reporter she has a townhouse in 
Santa Barbara, but has lived since 1948 
on a ranch at Gaviota, in the Fourth 
Supervisorial District. 
Taking Pedotti’s word for it, she and 
Durley would be the north county resi­ 
dents on the commission; Kay and 
Wright, the south county; and Flynn, the 
out-of-county member. 
Actually, it’s a moot point whether 
geography will play a part in how the 
commission does its work. The commis­ 
sion must gather the facts and 
regardless of what the commission 
produces, there’ll be an election anyway.

All over the city, then, assistants and 
deputy officials bravely bearing up as 
they struggle to keep the gears of 
government moving smoothly. 


Every once in a while police and court 
sources produce a case that is sad, 
however you look at it. Such a case came 
to light this week. It involves an alleged 
act of petty theft. 
More often than not, most individuals 
wouldn't think twice about an act of pet­ 
ty theft unless they are the victims. 
This week the judge bound a defendant 
over to superior court to face a felony 
charge of petty theft. Under normal cir­ 
cumstances the average person who is 
convicted of petty theft learns his lesson. 
He or she very early in the proceedings 
decides that jail and all that goes with it 
are not very practical. 
And in normal circumstances, the 
defendant, who is properly contrite and 
who has an otherwise good record, can 
expect to get off on probation. 
Most persons, however are not 
prepared for what happens on a second 
petty theft conviction. The short of it is 
that the defendant can face a possible six 
months in county jail on his second con­ 
viction. And as in the case that went 
through municipal court last week, the 
defendant can be held to answer on a 
felony charge. A felony charge on petty 
theft conviction can reap a penalty com­ 
mensurate with any felony conviction. 
Petty theft is not a cheap crime and 
the second offense can be even more 
costly.

WASHINGTON - Team sters boss 
Frank Fitzsimmons and ex-Attorney 
General Richard Kleindienst will be the 
star witnesses in a new Senate drama 
next month. They have already been 
questioned behind closed doors about 
their role in a multi-million-dollar in­ 
surance scandal. 
Sources close to the 
investigation say Fitz­ 
simmons and Klein­ 
dienst told Senate in­ 
vestigators conflicting 
stories. The Senate 
Permanent Investiga­ 
tions subcom m ittee 
will try to clear up the 
discrepancies by put­ 
ting both men on the 
witness stand. 
The in c o rrig ib ly 
promiscuous Fitzsim­ 
mons. who is usually found on the defen­ 
sive in Washington proceedings, will be 
cast in the unfamiliar role of the ac­ 
cuser. He is full of righteous indignation 
over an alleged scheme to defraud the 
Teamsters’ welfare fund. 
The complex case involves the in­ 
surance coverage for Teamsters in 33 
states This amounts to a staggering $2.6 
billion worth of insurance business 
After a few well-placed phone calls by 
Kleindienst. the contract went to Old 
Security Life Insurance Company. 
K leindienst, a wounded political 
warhorse still recovering from the Nixon 
debacle, collected $125,000 for his phone 
calls. This was half of a $250,000 
“finders’ fee” for helping the company 
land the contract. 
Kleindienst told Senate investigators 
earlier this month his $125.000 service to 
Old Security consisted of several 
telephone calls to Fitzsimmons urging 
him to award the contract to the com­ 
pany But the Teamsters chief reported­ 
ly told the investigators Kleindienst did 
not ask him to swing the insurance con­ 
tract to Old Security. 
The company got the contract despite 
the opposition of several Teamsters of­ 
ficials who reportedly wanted to give the 
business to Prudential Insurance Com­ 
pany of America. The Senate in­ 
vestigators are trying to determine. 
whether the lucrative contract was 
awarded because of a backdoor deal. 
They have also learned that Old Security 
may not be old reliable. They have 
received allegations that the company 
has been involved in several shady tran­ 
sactions. 
Kleindienst told us in a telephone inter­ 
view that the conflicting accounts are a 
m atter of “semantics.” Fitzsimmons, he 
said, is a “good friend of mine ... I didn’t 
ask Fitz to use his influence.” 
T he fo rm e r a tto rn e y g e n e ra l 
acknow ledged telling Senate in­ 
vestigators that he made several 
telephone calls urging Fitzsimmons to 
grant the insurance business to Old 
Security 
His $125,000 share of the 
finders’ fee. he said, went to his law 


firm, not to himself. Despite Teamsters 
demands that the fee be returned, Klein­ 
dienst told us he has no intention of giv­ 
ing back the money. 
Footnote: Fitzsimmons acknowledged 
that he “visited” the Senate subcommit­ 
tee, but refused to comment on what he 
told the investigators. 


FAT AMERICAN: The Fat American 
is becoming the symbol of this country in 
a world where two-thirds of the people 
are hungry. Eating has become the 
national pastime and obesity is the No. 1 
nutritional problem. 
Yet Americans are starved, ironically, 
for wholesome nourishment. They are 
the victims of massive advertising which 
promotes the wrong foods, nutritional 
experts tell us. The less nutritional value 
a food has, apparently, the more money 
the food companies spend to sell it. 
The cereal companies, for example, 
are raking in millions pushing junk food 
on children. The federal government 
spends $70 million a year advising the 
populace on their eating habits. But 
critics contend that the program is inef­ 
fective and the money is wasted. 
Neither the educational nor medical 
professions have responded to the 
nutritional crisis 
Only two states 
require any kind of nutritional education, 
and merely 20 per carat of the nation’s 
medical schools have expressed the sl­ 
ightest interest in the subject. 
“We should convince the food industry 
that selling nutritious products is as easy 
and profitable as selling junk foods,” 
suggested Rep. Frederick Richmond, D- 
N.Y 
“What we need.” added Rep. James 
Scheuer, D-N.Y,, “is to use proper nutri­ 
tion as a preventative to reduce the 
staggering $150 billion we’re spending on 
health care.” 
Footnote: Food industry leaders 
privately have expressed a willingness to 
work with Congress to deal with the

PAY REFORMS: Most congressmen 
aren’t happy about facing the voters 
after helping themselves to a 29 per cent 
pay raise without an “aye” or “nay” 
vote. 
Fearing the taxpayers’ wrath, several 
congressmen have been trying to reform 
the pay hike procedure during secret 
meetings this summer in House Speaker 
Thomas “ Tip” O’N eill’s office. A 
measure suggested by Rep. Charles 
Whalen, R-Ohio, would forbid any future 
pay raise voted by Congress from taking 
effect until the following session. 
Suporters argued behind closed doors 
that the bill would assure voters that 
Congress would not use the same 
trickery to boost its salaries again. But 
two generally reform-minded members, 
Reps 
M orris Udall, D-Ariz., and 
Thomas Foley, D-Wash., surprisingly 
tried to shoot down the reform plan. 
The tenacious Foley said that tacking a 
reform measure onto the pay raise 
would look bad. ’ The skeptical voters, 
he said, would ask: “ How come we don’t 
do it this time?” Udall, meanwhile, 
raised a few eyebrows by challenging the 
group to find a single vote that would be 
changed by the so-called reform. 
The bill’s backers conceded that it 
wouldn’t affect the House vote, but they 
insisted it would pacify the public. So the 
group, with O’Neill’s approval, decided 
to postpone action on the plan. 
But the determined Whalen soon sent 
word that the battle wasn’t over. The 
reformers rounded up nearly 100 co­ 
sponsors, both liberal and conservative, 
and made clear they would tie up the 
House for days if the measure wasn’t 
called up for a vote. 
O’Neill promised to bring the touchy 
bill to the floor this session Because 
each member’s vote will be recorded, 
the measure will probably pass.

dent gives the Middle 
East No. 1 priority. He 
is concerned that for 
most Americans it 
seems to be a dispute, 
both in the area and 
here at home, between 
ethnic blocs serving 
their own highly 
specialized interests. 
Failure to realize that this is an issue 
involving all Americans, the president 
believes, makes it more difficult to come 
to any solution beyond the pressure of 
the highly organized blocs. There can be 
no doubt about the stake that all of us 
have in this delicate, precarious matter 
and particularly as, ignoring all calls for 
conservation, the use of gasoline reaches 
new highs. At least half of this comes 
from petroleum imported from the Mid­ 
dle East. 
If advance reports are correct, Dayan 
is bringing a proposal that would give 
local autonomy to Arab communities in 
the occupied West Bank of the Jordan 
River. The Israeli settlements would 
also have autonomy, although military 
and foreign policy would be controlled by 
the government in Jerusalem. Dayan has 
long cherished the concept of autonomy 
as an answer to the conflict in the 
troubled area 
The Dayan proposal might be accep­ 
table, according to au th o ritativ e 
sources, if it were taken as an interim 
solution with “ interim” plainly and 
publicly stressed. 
This conceivably could satisfy the 
several hundred thousand Arabs who live 
in what the Begin government calls 
“liberated” Jewish territory. 
But those with a long knowledge of the 
dispute, which has been heated up by the 
Begin policy of establishing new settle­ 
ments in the West Bank are skeptical. 
They feel that if “ interim” is to mean 
anything specific, recommendations 
must go with it on how long the interim 
period is to last and what happens after 
that period expires. 
Without specific proposals for what is 
to happen at a later date, the Arabs are 
unlikely to accept an undated autonomy 
limited to local affairs It will seem to 
be, according to those familiar with the 
West Bank, to be merely another post­ 
ponement of rights long contested for. 
The blood hatreds run deep. I have a 
vivid memory of a talk in Jerusalem 
with Golda Meir when she was prime 
minister I had asked her why it was con­ 
sidered necessary to build Israeli hous­ 
ing in the city of Hebron with its popula­ 
tion of nearly 50,000 Arabs. 
“ Don’t you know,” she replied with 
considerable indignation, “that a mas- 
scare of Jews occurred in Hebron? We 
have a right to settle there.” 
That had occurred many years before 
but the memory of that atrocity is part of 
the Jewish heritage in a Jewish state 
beleaguered by many troubles, economic 
and military. 
This is complicated by the charge that 
Arab prisoners are tortured, an accusa­ 
tion aired at great length in the London 
Sunday Times in June. This has been 
renewed by the Swiss Human Rights 
League that sent four investigators into 
the West Bank The U.S. State Dept, has 
asked Israel about the charges. 
The White House recently approved a 
statement declaring that Palestinians 
must have representation in a Geneva 
peace conference. Isreal is adamantly 
opposed to any place for the Palestinian 
Liberation Organization which, in the 
Israeli view, intends the destruction of 
thp Jewish state. Furthermore, the PLO 
will not subscribe to United Nations 
resolution 242, since this would be sanc­ 
tioning the existence of the state of 
Israel. 
One compromise suggestion is that 
Palestinians, not members of the PLO, 
should be part of the Jordanian delega­ 
tion. Since Jordan goes along with 242, 
that hurdle would not exist It is doubt­ 
ful, however, that Israel would accept 
such a compromise. 
President Carter’s fear is that both 
sides will be deadlocked in hopelessly 
rigid positions. No room will be left for 
maneuver and a public relying in­ 
creasingly on oil from the cockpit of 
potential conflict will be unaware of how 
serious is the continuing drift. 
Carter is determined to bring about a 
peaceful solution Hours of his time and 
thought, often with his national security 
affaire adviser Zbigniew Brzezinski at 
his side, have gone into a study of a rid­ 
dle that seems at times to defy solution.
